T he m anufacture of 
illic it w hisk y has assuin(Hl*the nature of 
an industry. 
In about 30 counties the 
m oonshiners have a foothold and carry 
on thoir w ork w ith boldness and im ­ 
punity. O perating in thiiily s(*ttled fxir- 
tioiis of the state, they can defy the rev­ 
enue agents and m arshal.s unless a large 
force IS sent against them . 
R aid after 
raid bus been inaile. 
Posses have iH*ne- 
trated into m ountain fastnesses hereto­ 
fore considered im penetrable, capturing 
stills aiul prisoii(*rs and destroyiug ga l­ 
lons of iiHKmshine w hisk y. 
A few w eek s ago the entire .state W’as 
thrille d wdth the new s of a b attle b(*- 
tw’een the governm ent forces *and the 
im siiishiuers in these m ountain regions 
and the defeat and alm ost annihilation 
of a posse of the lK*st officers in the gov­ 
ernm ent service. 
The story of the fight 
form s one of tho dark est pages in the 
history of this w arfare. 
F or m onths jxist the revenue officials 
of L ittle R<K*k had lieen advised tha t 
one J .

M odified Feature*, o f th e In te r c h a n g e a b le 
T ic k e t. 


Mr. K. A. Ford, general passenger 
agent of the Pennsylvania and Vandalia 
lines, sends out the following inform a-i 
tion regarding the modified features of 
the Central Passenger association’s in­ 
terchangeable one thousand mile tick et: { 
The most im portant modifications are 
in the rule as to signing the mileage 
■trip and issuing the exchange ticket. 
Under the new rule the owner of an in - ! 
terchangeable mileage ticket may, at his 
convenience and leisure, sign his name 
upon the back of the widest part of the 
mileage strip close to the lost preceding 
detachment, (but it must be signed with 
an indelible pencil or with ink—or it 
will not be honored), and ('an leave his 
ticket thus signed with the agent upon 
his arrival at a station, or send it to him 
by a messenger or by the hotel porter or 
iii some other way, and upon his return 
to the station find his exchange ticket 
ready and his baggage checked; pro­ 
vided he has made such an advance ar­ 
rangement. 
Therefore there need be no 
more delay at the station or on the train 
in the use of the new than there was in 
using the old form af mileage ticket, 
which latter form was good only over 
one system of roads, while the “ inter­ 
changeable” is good over forty. 
The old form of exchange ticket is 
valid for continuous passage only on a 
cpi tain train and date, while the new 
or modified form will be good on any 
train (except the “ Limited” ) on cither 
the date of issue or the day following. ; 
This new form has been simplified to 
render it easy of issue and to better ac-, 
commodate travelers, and the hindrances 
which accompanied the old form will 
therefore be, in the early future, en- j 
tirely obliterated. 
Interline tickets from points on one 
railway to points on another, via through 
carlines and via junctions where con­ 
nections are close aud there are no trans­ 
fers, are being prepared as fast as possi­ 
ble. 
These tickets will be issued in ex­ 
change for coupons from the inter­ 
changeable mileage ticket, and baggage 
will be checked through—a convenience 
which could not be enjoyed by the use 
of the old form of mileage ticket. 
The modifications above alluded to 
have been approved by the mileage 
ticket bureau of the Central Passenger 
association, and will In* in effect on or 
before December I, or just as soon as the

Protect 
From Their KdoidIm . 
“ Plants and Their Enemies’’ is the 
j title of an article by Thomas H Kear­ 
ney. Jr.. in St Nicholas. Mr Kearney 
j says; 
There are a thousand 
things that 
i threaten the well being aud eveu the 
life of every tree and shrub and lowly 
herb Too much heat of too little works 
great barm to plants 
Then there are 
all manlier of wasting diseases caused 
by other tiny plants called fungi ami 
bacteria Many large animals, as horses 
and cows aud sheep, live by grazing tile 
herbage and grass or browsing the foli­ 
age of trees and shrubs 
Of course they 
greatly injure the plants they teed upon 
and therefore many plants are in one 
way or another protected against such 
attacks. 
Did you ever stop to think why this 
ties are so well armed with sharp prick 
les or why the ugly roadside nettles are 
furnished with stinging hairs? Notice 
cattle grazing iii a field where thistles . 
or nettles grow 
See how careful they 
ale to let those disagreeable 
plants 
alone. That is the reason for the stings 
aud the spines 
See this honey locust 
tree bristling with its horrid array of 
three poi u tot I thorns. 
What animal is 
brave enough to try to rob it of its 
leaves or great pods? Hawthorns, too. 
aud rosebushes aud blackberry briers 
all have their sharp little swords and 
daggers to defend themselves against 
browsing animals. 
Out ou the wide, hot deserts of Ari 
zona aud New Mexico those odd plants, 
tho cactuses, grow rn great numbers 
Some of them take strange shapes—tall, 
fluted columns, brunch lug candelabra or 
mere rouud bulls, like the melon cactus 
They are almost the only plants that grow 
iii some parts of that country, and there is 
always plenty of sap inside their tough 
skius.

stills ami prisoners and destroying gal­ 
lons of moonshine whisky. 
A few weeks ago the entire state was 
thrilled with the news of a battle be­ 
tween the government forces and the 
moonshiners in these mountain regions 
and the defeat and almost annihilation j 
of a posse of the best officers in the gov* , 
em inent service. 
The story of the fight 
forms one of the darkest pages in the 
history of this warfare. 
For months jiast the revenue official*

These men were tried 
officers who had proved their courage in 
many encounters with illicit distillers. 
The party was made up of Ben F. Tay­ 
lor, Joseph Dodson and Deputies Law ­ 
rence, Schoolcraft, Renfroe and Curly. 
The start was made from the little 
town of Marshal, on the other side of 
Boston mountains, 160 miles north of 
Little Rock, 
leaving the tillage one 
afternoon, the deputies rode southward, 
resting their horses at sunset for an hour 
or two aud then pressing forward. 
All 
uight long the little company continued 
iii the saddle. 
The route traveled leads 
through one of the wildest aud most pic­ 
turesque portions of the state. It was a 
long and wearisome ride in the starlight 
The guide who piloted them to the still

The deck, in spite of its wooden sheath­ 
ing, w as so hot as to be painful, and I 
hesitate to say from memory the tem ­ 
peratures the board reported as being 
usual iii tho rooms, in bureau drawers, 
on the wardroom table and in other 
l«rts of the officers’ quarters. It was as 
high as 112 degrees, and I think great­ 
er. 
Sleep was only a period of uncon- j 
seriousness, indnced by utter exhaustion, 
and was w ithout restful quality 
The fireroom temperature was uever 
below 150 degrees and often above ITO, 
w hile the engine room ranged closely 
about 150 degrees. 
For the first 
24 * 
hours the men stood it w ell, but on the 
second day seven succumbed to tho best­ 
and were put ou the sick list, one of 
them nearly dying. 
Before the voyage 
was ended 28 had been driven to seek 
medical attendance. 
On the evening of the fourth day out 
our men had literally fought w ith fire 
to a finish and had been vanquished.

The old senator w as a great story 
teller aud related many interesting and 
humorous accounts of w hat he had seen 
iii public life. 
One of his favorite sto­ 
ries was at the expense of Senator F es­ 
senden, a warm personal friend. 
The 
judge and Senator Fessenden had been 
appointed on a com mission, w ith several 
others, to treat w ith the various chiefs 
of tile Sioux Nation on an important In­ 
dian question of the day 
It w as long 
before railw ays had been 
introduced 
into the far west, and the members of 
the com m ission had to travel on horse­ 
back. .^udge D oolittle was chairman of 
the com m ission, but at the conference 
shifted that duty to the shoulders of 
Senator Fessenden. The latter was h igh ­ 
ly pleased at the honor conferred on him 
aud much “ puffed up” in consequence. 
The judge had method in his madness, 
however, for he had heard of tho pe­ 
culiar reception tendered by the Indians 
to the spokesman of any party of v isit­ 
ing whites. 
At tho appointed tim e the tw o parties 
to the conference congregated. 
There 
were probably 200 Indian chiefs preseut, 
w ith their wives. 
Senator Fessenden 
advanced to do the honors for the com ­ 
missioners, when, to his dismay, the

and. after 
embracing

chairman, gave him, according to their 
custom, a w elcom ing kiss.

I Th® M inong Link B etw een Inorganic and 
O rganic Life. 
One great life problem remains which 
the doctrine of evolution does not touch. 
The origin of species, genera, orders 
aud classes of beings throngh endless 
transm utations is in a sense explained, 
but w hat of the first term of this long 
series? 
W hence came that primordial 
organism whoso transmuted descendants 
make ap the w ritin g faunas and floras 
of tho globe/ 
There was rn tim e, soon after the doc­ 
trine of evolution gained a hearing, 
when the answer to that question seem ­ 
ed to some scientists of authority to 
have been giveu by experim ent. Recur­ 
ring to a former belief and repeating 
somo earlier experim ents, the director 
of the museum of natural history at 
Rouen, M F A 
Pouchet, reached the 
conclusion that organic beings are spon­ 
taneously generated about us con Jointly 
in the fam iliar processes of putrefac­ 
tion, which wore known to be due to 
tho agency of microscopic bacteria. But 
in 1803 Louis Pasteur proved that this 
seem ing spontaneous generation is in 
reality due to the existence of germs in 
tho air 
N otw ithstanding the conclu­ 
siveness of these experim ents, the claim s 
of Pouchet were revived in England 
ten years later by Professor Bastian, 
but then the experim ent* of John T yn­ 
dall, fully corroborating tho results of 
Pasteur, gave a final quietus to the claim 
of “ spontaneousgeneration" a* hitherto 
formulated. 
There for the moment the matter 
rests. 
But tho end is not yet. 
Fauna 
and flora are here, and, thanks to L a­ 
marck aud W allace and Darwin, their 
development, throngh tho operation of 
those 
“ secondary causes” which 
we 
call law s of uature, has been proxim al­ 
ly explained. 
Tho low est forms of life 
have been linked w ith tile highest in 
unbroken chains of descent. 
Meantime, 
through tho efforts of chem ists and 
biologists, the gap between tho inorganic 
and the organic worlds, which 
once 
se* mod almost infinite, has been con­ 
stantly narrowed. 
Already philosophy 
can throw a bridge across that gap. But , 
inductive science, which builds its own 
bridges, has not yet spanned the chasm, 
sm all though it appear. 
U ntil it shall 
have dune so the bridge of organic evo­ 
lution is not quite com plete, yet even 
as it stands today it is the most stupen­ 
dous scientific struct fire of our century, j
